We  believe,  the  most  satisfactory  of  all  border  plants, 
is  the  Delphinium  and  is  deserving  of  space  and  special 
care  in  your  garden. 

Good  drainage  is  of  prime  importance,  a  deep  spaded 
rich  soil  is  desirable,  but  the  roots  must  not  come  in  con¬ 
tact  with  manures.  Bonemeal  should  be  well  mixed  into 
the  soil  before  planting  and  lime  should  be  applied  every 
Spring  and  Fall  after  the  plants  are  growing,  also  bonemeal 
if  worked  in  near  the  crown  after  blooming,  if  the  flower 
stalks  arc  cut  back  to  within  4  inches  of  the  ground,  the 
plant  will  bloom  several  times  during  the  season. 

One  of  the  best  means  of  protection  during  the  winter 
is  to  remove  all  loose  soil  and  clods  of  earth  from  the 
crown  of  the  plant,  and  then  cover  with  hard  gritty  ashes 
from  a  furnace  to  which  has  been  added  a  little  soot  to 
combat  the  slugs,  then  cover  lightly  with  straw  or  excel¬ 
sior,  never  use  leaves  or  manure. 

Mildew  and  other  fungus  diseases  may  be  controlled  by 
spraying  the  crowns  with  Bordeaux  or  some  good  fungicide.

In  creating  a  picture  in  your  garden,  there  is  no  other  spot  that  requires  natural  effect  more  than 
the  naturalistic  pool  with  its  curves  of  rocks  and  arrangement  of  shallow  and  deep  waters.  Give  it 
an  effect  such  as  nature  intended.  Such  a  picture  is  easily  established  in  your  own  garden  by  the 
arrangement  of  suitable  plant  material  such  as  you  will  find  listed  in  the  following  pages,  material  that 
can  be  beautifully  arranged.  Many  of  the  shallow  water  plants  may  be  potted  and  raised  to  within 
2  to  6  inches  of  the  surface  or  they  may  be  planted  on  a  ledge  if  the  water  in  your  pool  is  too  deep. 

The  oxygeneating  plants  are  not  only  decorative  in  your  pool  but  very  necessary  in  assisting  to 
keep  the  water  clear  and  pure.  The  growing  plants  under  the  water  either  absorb  the  impurities 
or  release  oxygen,  which  is  very  beneficial  to  *he  fish.  They  also  provide  green  food  and  also  a  good 
material  for  their  spawning  beds.  It  is  very  beneficial  to  plant  quantities  of  moss.  Many  make 
the  mistake  by  not  planting  enough  in  their  pool. 


The  Culture  of  Hardy  Water  Lilies 

SELECT  a  sunny  location. 

ALLOW  12  inches  of  water  over  lilies  and  12  inches  of  soil  if  possible. 

PLANT  in  boxes,  tubs  or  in  soil  that  has  been  put  in  pool. 

USE  good  garden  soil,  mix  one-fifth  well  rotted  cow  manure  or  pulverized  SHEEP  MANURE  and 
one  quart  of  BONE  MEAL  to  a  bushel  of  soil. 

DO  NOT  USE  any  quick  acting  chemical  fertilizer. 

CHANGE  the  soil  completely  ever}"  two  years  for  best  results. 

PLANT  hardy  lily  tubers  with  the  growing  end  even  with  the  surface  of  the  soil,  then  put  on  an 
inch  of  sand. 

WHEN  RECEIVING  plants  do  not  allow  them  to  become  dry.  hut  in  water  until  convenient  to 
plant.  If  there  are  leaves  on  the  plant  cover  withe  a  wet  sack. 

OXYGENATING  plants  are  planted  either  in  pots  or  in  the  container  with  the  water  lily;  they  assist 
in  keeping  the  pool  clear  and  the  fish  in  good  health.

This  is  an  annual ;  however,  it  will  self-sow  and  come  up 
annually.

PARROT  FEATHER  (Mvriophyllum  Proserpinacoides). 
May  be  planted  in  a  water  tight  hanging  basket  or  near 
the  edge  of  the  pond  where  it  will  trail  over  the  water. 
The  bright  green  whorls  of  feathery  leaves  make  it  a 
very  attractive  plant.  A  bunch,  15c. 

SPEAR  HEAD  (Saggitaria  Natans).  Lancelike  leaves  and 
spikes  of  white  blossoms  with  yellow  eye.  Blooms  the 
entire  season.

UMBRELLA  PALM  (Cyperus  Alternifolius).  One  of  the 
finest  plants  for  growing  at  the  edge  of  the  pool  in  shallow 
water  or  in  the  aquarium,  also  as  a  house  plant.  It 
grows  from  1  Y>  to  Z'/  feet  in  height,  having  a  tufted 
head  of  leaves,  giving  the  pool  a  setting  of  tropical  appear¬ 
ance.

FLOATING  HEART.  'Ibis  plant  has  leaves  like  a  min¬ 
iature  water  lily.  Bears  bright  yellow  flowers  very  pro¬ 
fusely.

Small 
frond-like  plants  giving  the  effect  of  green  carpet  on  the 
water.

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LOTUS  (Nelumbium) 


The  Nelumbium  is  a  native  of  India,  and  was  held  sacred  by  the  Hindus.  It  was  early  introduced 
into  Egypt  and  the  Egyptians  made  use  of  the  seeds  for  food.  One  of  the  species  was  introduced 
into  America  about  1876  and  from  that  time  on  the  Nelumbium  has  grown  in  popular  favor.  It  is 
perhaps  one  of  the  most  interesting  plants  in  the  water  garden. 

The  roots  look  like  bananas  and  in  planting,  care  should  be  taken  not  to  break  the  growing  point, 
which  would  render  the  tuber  useless.  Plant  roots  in  the  soil  in  a  horizontal  position  and  cover  to 
a  depth  of  six  inches,  with  a  coating  of  one  inch  of  gravel,  or  coarse  sand  over  the  soil.  They  require 
the  same  general  care  as  hardy  water  lilies,  but  should  be  confined  within  containers,  or  if  the  dirt  is 
in  the  bottom  of  the  pool,  a  partition  should  be  built  so  as  to  keep  the  Lotus  separated  from  the  rest 
of  the  aquatics. 


CHINESE  RED  LOTUS  (Nelumbium  Pekinensis  Rubrum 
Flore  Pleno).  The  best  of  the  deep  colored  varieties. 
The  flowers  are  very  large  and  double  of  a  bright  rose 
carmine  color.  The  growth  of  plant  and  leaves  is  magni¬ 
ficent.  Its  flowers  are  borne  on  strong  stems  well  above 
the  foliage.  $2.00. 

ALBUM  STRIATUM.  An  attractive  color  combination, 
the  large  fragrant  white  flowers  are  faintly  striped  with 
rosy  carmine.  The  plant  is  a  vigorous  grower  and  free 
in  flower.  $2.00. 


EGYPTIAN  LOTUS  (Nelumbium  Speciosum).  Its  beauti¬ 
ful  flowers  are  often  12  inches  across,  of  a  deep  rose 
color  on  opening  the  first  day,  becoming  paler  as  the 
flower  gets  older,  until  the  third  day  when  the  color 
is  creamy  white  at  the  base  and  center  of  the  petals,  the 
edge  tinted  light  rose  pink.  The  deep  green  leaves  are 
quite  large,  being  a  light  silvery  green  on  the  reverse.

SHIROMAN.  A  magnificent  variety,  producing  large 
double  flowers;  on  first  opening  they  are  cream  colored 
with  a  few  of  the  petals  tinted  a  bright  green;  as  the 
flower  gets,  older  the  color  fades  to  pure  white.
